A STUDY IN CAR-DRIVERS 


One of the largest companies employing 
ruck-drivers in United States recently con- 
ducted a survey the accidents in which its 

| drivers had been involved, with a view to re- 
ducing future accidents. It made the surprising 


| discovery that 80 per cent of its accidents were 
associated with 20 per cent of its drivers. 
| The trucks all received the same servicing 
and were engaged on similar work. Yet no 
matter what the weather conditions or the work 
conditions, the rule held good—20 per cent of 
the drivers were vastly more prone to accidents 
than the other 80 per cent. Whether the re- 
flexes of these men were slower, their eyesight 
not so dependable or they were just plain care- 
less about the safety of themselves and others, 
the fact remained that the men in this group 
were responsible for nearly all the accidents. 
Steps were at once taken by the company to 
protect itself. It quietly “let out” the men in 
| this group and filled their places with other 
drivers, Whenever it finds a man in its employ 
with a high prone-to-accident rating, he is 


quietly dropped from employment.

With the world divided into two major 
classes—-those who own cars and those who 
wish they did—the story of 
the theft of the famous gas- 
aving carbureter that will 
enable a car to travel 200 


miles on a gallon of gas, is of 
interest to nearly everyone. 

The story of the theft, 
with men breaking through 
the roof of the inventor's 
workshop in the dead of 
night, reads like Episode 3, in 
one of those movie sérials in 
which’ the bold hero is trap- 
ped in burning buildings, tied down in flooded 
cellars, blown up in explosions nd thrown out 
of airplanes, only to come up in the last chap- 
ter smiling, with the treasured invention in one 
arm and the beautiful blonde in the other. 

Cynical people, whose illusions in life have 
been shattered, will say “Huh. After cheap 
publicity.” Many newspapermen are in the 
ranks of the disillusioned, but I am not among 
them. I still treasure most of my childish be- 
liefs in the honesty and goodness of my fellow- 
men and women. (That's why I get “taken for 
a ride” every now and then.) I think the rob- 
bery was a genuine one. But it will neither 
profit the thief nor prevent the motoring world 
from attaining that seventh heaven of delight 
when every car-owner will get 200 miles to the 
gallon. My only fear is that gas will go to 
$3.50 a gallon (including the 80 cents provincial 
tax) when that glad day dawns.

As it happens, I have seen a working draw- 
ing of the Pogue carbureter and have a very 
clear recollection of its main features. You bet 
your boots that Inventor Pogue has it all either 
on paper or in the back of his head—or in both 
places. The loss may be no loss, save to the 
archives, as the Joss of his new white shirt and 
blue and gray tie from his laundry bag would 
be to Hon. Mr. Maynard. It will be less of a 
loss, The Minister’s new white shirt and blue 
and gray tie set him back $1.87 in Prosperity 
Certificate currency, whereas the first model of 
the Pogue carbureter was clumsily large, and 
a smaller, neater model is necessary before it 
goes on the market. 

The Pogue carbureter consists of two metal 
tanks, about the size of the customary vacuum 
tank, placed on either side of the intake tube 
to the manifold. These function as mixing cham- 
bers. Gasoline is pumped into the primary 
mixing chamber through two spray jets. Any 
liquid gasoline is drained back through a pipe in 
the floor of the primary mixing chamber into 
the gas line to a point beyond the fuel pump 

The gas vapour passes through a series of 
baffles set in spiral] formation till it reaches the 
centre tube, when it is drawn into the centre 
tube of the secondary mixing chamber The 
secondary chamber almost identical in con- 
struction with the primary chamber, save that 
the spiral journey is toward the outside. In its 
journey through the series of baffles the vapour 
is given opportunity to expand to its fullest ex- 
tent At the end of its journey it passes into 
the manifold through a venturi tube The 
vapour is caught by the incoming draft of air 
and carried down the venturi tube to the engine. 
There is a throttle inside the tube and a turn- 
buckle arrangement to control the vapour exit.

The inventor, a Winnipeg man named 


Charles Nelson Pogue, is a practical engineer 
He always thought that engines failed to obtain 
from the 


the full amount of power gasoline 


used. He knew that gasoline couldn't burn by 
itself—that it is only when vaporized that it will 
burn. He had seen the partial success achieved 


by manufacturers in devising “hot spots” and 
specially designed manifolds whereby exhaust 
“crack” the gases 

He reasoned that existing types of engines 
and carbureters fail to give the gas a sufficient 
long time to vapourize. He set out to invent a 
type of carbureter that would take only vapour- 
ized gas, and carry it on a long journey so as to 
vapourize it to the fullest extent before enter- 
ing the cylinders. He reasoned that he would 
then get the highest combustible power-yield 
from the gasoline 

Pogue, as I have said, is a practical engineer 
He had not the advantage of scientific training 
and a modern laboratory. But he remembered 
his days as a boy on the prairie when prairie 
fires were frequent. He knew that bare-foot 
boys who ran quickly through a sheet of flame 
didn't get scorched a¥ did boys who travelled 
slowly. When he, found that the gas vapour in 
most engines is taken in at a speed of 14,000 feet 
per second, he thought it passed too fast to get 
properly heated. Hence a function of his car- 
bureter with its double series of spiralled baffle 
plates is to slow down the rush of vapour, as 
well as extend its passage 

Pogue has been working many years over 
his carbureter. He is said to have driven his 
car 209.6 miles on a gallon of gas one day last

Calcium And Iron 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Undoubtedly at the present time there exists 
a tremendous interest in the subject of food 
minerals. While people are interested in learn- 
ing about all of them, I find that, calcium is the 
one about which the most questions are asked. 

Calcium is present in many natural foods, 
but unfortunately, man has 
learned to refine and devital- 
ize his foods in order to bet- 


ter preserve them. An in- 
dividual living on a_ diet 
made up largely of refined 


foods would certainly under- 
go a calcium deficiency, as 
pointed out by Sherman in 
1918. However, such a defici- 
ency could be easily corrected 
by the simple measure of us- 
ing a greater quantity of nat-

ural foods. 

There is more calcium in the body than any 
other single mineral. Calcium is used to build 
bones and teeth, helps to regulate the heart 
beat, is needed for the nourishment of the 
nerves, and is also required for healthy blood 
In order that calcium may be utilized by the 
body, there must be present an adequate amount 
of vitamin D. 

Some of the foods rich in calcium are: Or- 
anges, cheese, milk, eggs, turnips, beets, carrots, 
prunes, red cherries, apples, cottage cheese, as- 
paragus, spinach and tomatoes. 

Iron has received wide publicity on account 
of the part it plays in preventing anemia. It 
forms an important part of the hemoglobin 
compound which gives the red blood cell its 
characteristic color and which increases the ef- 
ficiency of the red blood cell as an oxygen car- 
rier. A lack of iron produces insufficient oxi- 
dation, anemia and lowered vitality. 

Although iron is found in the body in very 
small amounts, these amounts are essential to 
life. In some diseases, as in anemia, the re- 
quired amount may be greatly reduced. From 
a superficial point of view it would seem that 
this deficiency could be made up easily by using 
more of the féods rich in iron. This is true to 
some extent, but the forced feeding of iron- 
bearing foods is usually not sufficient to over- 
come anemia. 

There is generally enough iron in the or- 
dinary mixed diet to supply all of the body's 
requirements. The one great fault is that in 
some disorders, the body fails to convert this 
iron into red blood cells. I believe that when 
such interference arises, it is due to the fact 
that the body is abnormally toxic. When this 
condition of toxemia is overcome through in- 
creasing the elimination and through fasting, 
often the patient is then able to use the iron- 
bearing foods with great benefit 

Those foods richest in iron aré: sorrel, let- 
tuce, spinach, asparagus, radishes, cabbage, cel- 
ery, string beans, pumpkin, watermelon and egg 
yolk. The green leafy vegetables are particu- 
larly valuable sources. When you are told to 
eat spinach because it will provide ivon, you are 
advised correctly. 

In attempting to secure plénty of iron, re- 
member to get it from food sources. There is 
a difference between the iron found in rocks 
and soil and the iron found in plant structures 
The mineral as found in the body, although 
called by the same name as the mineral found 
in rocks, exists in an entirely different form in 
both animal and vegetable life. In this forin it 
is called an organic mineral because it has been 
organized by the plant. Although man _ has 
worked for a long time on the problem of con- 
verting inorganic iron into vegetable iron, he 
has not met with success. Nature stil] holds her 
great secret of how the plant can convert the 
iron from the soil into the organic iron of plants 
from which we secure it 

There is no mystery about this organic 
and it has been demonstrated over and 
again that all of the iron needed by the body 
can be easily secured from foods, in- 
cluding the green leafy vegetables, Eat plenty 
of salads every day and thus prevent iron star- 
vation

Promis- 
sory notes given by men of char- 
acter and backed by firms of ack- 
nowledged financial responsibilit, 
can and do act as efficient money 
substitutes in millions of transac- 
tions daily. Prosperity certificate 
issued by the provincial govern- 
ment but repudiated by the pro- 
vincial government for its own ac 


ceptance cannot deceive even the 
non-elect. Bank credit is an effi- 
cient money substitute because 


banks have paid strict attention t 
their credit standing. Day by day 
they settle their obligations in le- 
gal tender.

He knows that if he can slip in during the first round 
or two and land a couple of clips on Louis’ chin he will be 
well on the way to a win. What is more, Sharkey was a 
veteran of ring craft when Louis was fighting his first 
amateur bouts. Age has undoubtedly slowed the marine 
down, but he hasn't forgotten any of his ring tricks.
